On July 21st Miss Agnes I. Howard, Out-Patient Department Supervisor, ends 
twelve years of service in this Hospital to return to her home in Guelph, Ont., 
Canada.

There have been no changes in the Ruptured and 
Crippled Hospital. She has remained herself, True, the Dining Room has changed, this 
has been moved, and that disposed of. The Medical Division has really grown up by 
leaps and bounds. The Clinics have become more numerous, many dearly loved and 
respected folk about the place have gone on, but the oid hospital has not changed.

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PERSONALITIES IT 


Dr. Carlos Khoury has fascinated meever since I first met him in January, 
1949. When men fascinate me, I make it a point to find out all I possibly can 
about them without becoming too much of a nuisance. I succeeded — in obtaining 
information. As for the nuisance angle, please contact the doctor. 


Dr. Khoury was born in Buenos Aires, Argentina approximately 32 years ago. 
One might say he was born with a thirst for knowledge since his mother was the 
Directress of St. Michel School and he was constantly surrounded by information. 

The task of raising and educatingDr. Khoury and his two older sisters fell 
upon the shoulders of Senora Khoury when her husband died six years after Dr. 


Khoury was born. 


He went to private grade and high school in Buenos Aires and then to the 

University of Buenos Aires Medical School. While there, he served four months of 
Compulsory Military Training. As a student in college, he excelled in Rugby - 
a form of football in which the ball may be carried and from which American foot- 
ball has developed. He played as a forward and was captain of his team,"Sportive 
Francaise" for eight years, an International player for six years and captain of 
the International Argentina Rugby team for three years.

Dr. Khoury received his degree in March, 1943, and in 1945, he started his 
practice. He worked at the University Hospital and lectured on Orthopedic Surgery 


and practiced in French Hospital of Buenos Aires. 


He first came to this country in July, 1948 as ship's doctor on an Argentinian 


Merchant Marine Ship to attend an International Convention in Poliomyelitis at the 
Waldorf-Astoria. He remained here for only four weeks and then returned home via 


the Merchant Marine. 


In January, 1949, Dr. Philip D. Wilson granted a request and Dr. Khoury came ch 


to our Hospital. After seven weeks here he was then presented with a Fellowship 
for three months at a hospitel in Charlotte, North Caroline for study in polio- 
myelitis. After the completion of this, he went to Gastonia Orthopedic Hospital 

in North Carolina for three more months. He then went to Georgia Warm Springs 
Foundation to work with the polio patients for four months. The next three months 
were spent at the Campbell Clinic in Memphis, Tennessee. Again, Dr. Wilson granted 
him a Fellowship for a year to start February, 1950. This was "merrily accepted". 


He is the author of three books, "Hallux Valgus" ( for this, he received the 
Vittorio Putti prize for the best work in Orthopedic Surgery and Traumatology for 
the three year period covering 1945-1947); "Osteomyelitis" and "Clinic Picture 
and Pathology of the Knee Joint". 


His first toy was the St. Michel School's bell, end his first recollection 
of reading was: "What you dream of, you can do. Begin itt" 


Dr. Khoury has this to add, "I believe that through the exchange of our pro- 
fessional young people we shall strengthen friendly feelings and it will be another 
Step in the improvement of our understanding and our neighborly relations. Thus, 
we need stimulate a far greater measure of cultural interchange.*®
